Applicant's amendment of January 20, 2004 is acknowledged. Claim 16 
has been amended. Claims 23- 28 have been cancelled. Claims 29 - 34 have 
been added. 



The terminal disclaimers filed on January 20, 2004 disclaiming the 
terminal portion of any patent granted on this application which would extend 
beyond the expiration date of patent application 09/794,307, US Patents. 
6582303, 6293864 and 6585586 have been reviewed and are accepted. The 
terminal disclaimer has been recorded. Accordingly, the rejections based upon 
obviousness- type double patenting are moot.

Claims 16 - 20 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated as amended by Loflink et al. '064, of record, hereinafter Loflink. 
Loflink discloses a modified game of Baccarat. Loflink teaches at col 19 lines 5 
- 20 to provide an electronic version of the game including a computer, display, 
user actuatable selectors which are used to designate one of said hands as a 
user hand, and that user hand being either a banker hand or a player hand. 
This is accomplished at least by allowing a wager to be placed on one of the 
hands. The remaining play on the electronic device is a disclosed in the 
manual embodiment of the Loflink application. This includes adding cards and

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designating a winner as is conventional to the game. The Loflink reference 
meets the claims as broadly claimed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-15 and 30-34 are allowed. 

Claims 2 1 and 22 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
